SUSPENSION OF RULES

Paulsen moved that the rules be so far suspended that Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 9 be now considered
and placed upon its adoption. The motion prevailed.

SENATE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 9

A Senate concurrent resolution reating to the delivery of bills to the Governor after final adjournment.

Whereas, the Minnesota Constitution, Article 1V, Section 23, authorizes the presentation to the Governor after
sinedie adjournment of billsthat passed in the lagt three days of the Session; Now, Therefore,

Be It Resolved by the Senate of the State of Minnesota, the House of Representatives concurring, that upon
adjournment sine die of the 83rd regular session of the Legidature bills must be presented to the Governor as
follows:

(a) The Speaker of the House of Representatives, the Chief Clerk of the House of Representatives, the President
of the Senate, and the Secretary of the Senate shall certify and sign each bill in the same manner and upon the same
certification as each hill is signed for presentation to the Governor before adjournment sine die, and each of those
officers shall continuein his designated capacity during the three days following the date of final adjournment.

(b) The Chief Clerk of the House of Representatives and the Secretary of the Senate, in accordance with the rules
of the respective bodies and under the supervision and direction of the standing Committee on Rules and Legidative
Administration and the standing Committee on Rules and Administration, shall carefully enroll each bill and present
it to the Governor in the same manner as each hill is enrolled and presented to the Governor before adjournment of
the Legidature sinedie.
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(c) The Revisor of Statutes shall continue to assig in all of the functions rdating to enrollment of bills of the
House of Representatives and of the Senate under the supervision of the Chief Clerk of the House of Representatives
and the Secretary of the Senate in the same manner that the assistance was rendered before adjournment of the
Legidature sinedie.

Be It Further Resolved that the Secretary of the Senate is directed to deliver copies of this resolution to the
Governor and the Secretary of State.

Paulsen moved that Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 9 be now adopted. The mation prevailed and Senate
Concurrent Resolution No. 9 was adopted.
